Other Soviet troops across the 
Vistula were reported within 35 
miles of Krakow last month and 
75 from Silesia.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
—~An effort to bring about the 
return to the United States of 
Tyler Kent, convicted in a British 
court of violating the British Of- 
ficial War Secrets Act while a 
member of the American Embassy 
‘staff in London, was begun in 
the Supreme Court today by 
Kent’s mother, Mrs. Ann H. P. 
Kent of Washington. 

The effort was in‘fthe form of 
a motion for permission to file a 
petition for a writ of mandamus. 
Don M. Harlan of Detroit, attor 
ney for Mrs. Kent, said the writ 
if granted would call on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to ascertain the 
causes of Kent's detention, and if 
he were wrongfully held, to de- 
mand his release. If the demand 
met with unreasonable delay, Har- 
lan said the President would be 
required to use “all acts short of 
war” to effectuate the release. 

Issue of Waiving Immunity. 

Harlan said the petition ques- 
tioned the right of the State De- 
partment to waive immunity for 
Kent. He contended that “the 
Constitution follows the flag,” 
and that Kent was under the pro- 
tection of the Constitution while 
employed as a clerk in the Amer- 
ican Embassy. 

In order to be released to the 
British, Harlan contended, Kent 
would have had to waive immunity 
in his own behalf with the con- 
sent of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

Harlan also contended that 
Kent's imprisonment in Britain, in 
the light of the State Depart- 
ment’s recent public announce- 
ment of the case constituted a 
threat of. double jeopardy for the 
same asserted offense. 

Says United States Fears Facts. 

Mrs. Kent said she was in fre- 
quent direct communication with 
her son. She said she had writ- 
ten him about “efforts to smear 
his character’ in this country, and 
that he had replied that such ac- 
tions demonstrated that United 
States authorities “fear the facts.” 

Mrs. Kent previously asserted 
the State Department's statement 
of the case left unanswered “the 
point on which the American peo- 
ple demand an investigation, i. e., 
the existence or non-existence of 
secret prewar agreements made 
by the President without the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate.” 
She stated her son was required 
to handle “secret agreements be- 
tween Roosevelt and Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill.”

As the Churchills left the big 
liner, cheers of hundreds of ser- 
vice men lined along its rail and 
perched high in its rigging sped 
them on their way. 

Calls Crowd to Him. 

As Churchill appeared at the 
door of the pier shed, flanked by 
police guards and _ high-ranking 
service men, cheers swept down 
from behind barriers that were 
holding the crowd about 100 yards 
from the pier. 

The Churchills walked to their 
train, about 20 yards away, and, 
reappeared on the platform. The 
Prime Minister took one look at 
the eager welcomers straining 
against police lines, and then 
waved them toward him. 

The police were almost trampled 
in the rush for the t rain. Each 


voices roared out, “For He’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow” while, puffing 


on a fresh cigar, the Prime Min- 


ister grinned. 

It was getting near departure 
time by then, and Churchill bent 
over to ask a trainman how much 
time he had left here. 


“A couple of minutes,” the train- | 


man said. 

“Make it five,” Churchill told 
him, “and we'll have a few more 
songs.” 

Then he called for “Land of 
Hope and Glory,” “The Maple Leaf 
Forever,” and “O Canada.” Just 


before the train moved, he asked 
for “God Save the King.” 


Stand- 
ing at attention, he led the chorus. 

As the train moved slowly away 
the crowd roared out “For He’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow” and “Auld 
Lang Syne.” 

Those aboard ship saw little of 
the Churchills, who kept to their 
quarters for most of the voyage 
as the Prime Minister worked on

Gen. Douglas MacArthur today 
listed a single patrol plane raid 
Friday night near Zamboanga, 
Mindanao, in which a 10,000-ton 
enemy tanker was sunk. This was 
the second reported attack in the 
area of Zamboanga, which lies 230 
miles west of Davao. 

But Adm, Chester 'W. Nimitz at 
Pearl Harbor let Sunday go by 
without additional reports on the 
American naval task forces prowl- 
ing the western Carolines—from 
whence, Tokyo said, the Philip- 
pine raid was made.

ley States, are on their way home 
today. after an extensive tour of 
the Tennessee Valley here. They 
observed the great gains which 
have been brought about through 
the unified, comprehensive devel- 
opment program initiated and car- 
ried out by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority which is a Federal cor- 
poration with a high degree of 
autonomy and flexibility. 

These Farmers’ Union represen- 

tives are convinced that an ade- 
quate program to contro] the wa- 


ters of the Missouri River system | 


So as to utilize them for the best 
interests of all the people of the 
great valley can be executed only 
through an authority that has the 
broad scope and powers of the 
TVA. Because they are enthusias- 
tically in favor of such a pro- 
gram, and tired of the wrangling 
among other Federal agencies 
which threatens indefinite delay 
of a valley-wide improvement pro- 
gram, they are prepared to get 
squarely behind the MVA bill re- 
cently introduced by Senator 
James E. Murray of Montana. 


F. D.R.’s Support Sought. 


They intend to ask President 
Roosevelt to put his influence be- 
hind this bill. In fact, they are 
surprised that the President, who 
sponsored the TVA as one of his 
first great New Deal improve- 
ments, has not already come out 
for it. 

As spokesman for the group vis- 
iting the TVA, Glenn J. Talbott, 
president of the North Dakota 
Farmers’ Union and chairman of 
the national] organization’s water 
resources conservation committee 
said that, if the farm people of 
the Missouri Valley only under- 
stood what the TVA is and what 
could be. accomplished for their 
welfare through a similar agency, 
they would be almost unanimously 
in favor of MVA. 

The union’s national president, 
James G. Patton, had expected to 
make the inspection tour of the 
TVA but was unable to do so. He 
was detained in Washington where 
he conferred a few days ago with 
President Roosevelt. It is known 
that one of the subjects of that 
conference was an MVA. 


The executive board of the 
Farmers’ Union will meet in Den- 
wer late this week, and on its 
program will be the planning of 
an intensive campaign to try to 
get Congress to enact a Missouri 
Valley Authority bill. They want 
to see this done by the present 
Congress before it expires at the 
close of the year. 


TVA Work Praised. 


Talbott said he and other mem- 
bers of the delegation were 
amazed when they saw what has 
been done by the TVA, and what 
the people have done for them- 
selves under the TVA’s inspira- 
tion, in so short a time. 

They learned how the vast sys- 
tem of reservoirs on the Tennessee 
River and its tributaries stores 
flood ‘waters and helps to regulate 
the flow of the river. They know 
that the flood, problem on the 
Tennessee never was of the huge 
proportions of that on the Mis- 
souri, but they are convinced that 
the general principle of storing 
fiood waters in periods of exces- 
sive runoff and then utilizing them 


in the service of the people is just. 


as sound on the Missouri as on 


the Tennessee. 

These men learned, too, of the 
great boon that cheap electric 
power from the TVA dams has 
been to the people of the Tennes- 
see Valley. Some of them who 
are accustomed to paying as much 
as 9 to 11 cents a kilowatt hour 
for electricity to light their homes 
were doubly amazed when they 
learned that in some municipali- 


ties distributing TVA power the) 


average domestic rate is only 
slightly more than 1 cent a kilo- 
watt hour. Here, too, they know 
that the power generating capabil- 
ities in the two river systems are 


not identical, but they firmly be-| 


lieve that through the MVA the 
Missouri could supply ae vast 
amount of reasonably cheap elec- 
tric power to help advance the 
prosperity of the whole region. 


Effect on Farms. 


What has been done for agricul- 
ture was one of the chief concerns 
of these men, who visited a num- 
ber of the farming sections of the 
valley. They saw how the highly 
concentrated phosphate fertilizers 
developed by the TVA and the 
improved practices encouraged by 
TVA in co-operation with other 
Federal and State agencies are 
making fertile again the lands 
which once were almost worth- 
less from erosion, neglect and ex- 
haustion. 

“They saw how agriculture, which 
only a few years ago was regarded 
as a dying industry in this region, 
has been restored to the point 
where it is now looked upon as 
the basis of the valley's future 
development and prosperity. 

ie fact that irrigation is one 


. 


of the most beneficial of the pros- 
pects uses of stored water in the 
upper Missouri Valley would in no 
way interfere with successful op- 
eration of an MVA, in the opinion 
of these men. They think that an 
MVA board of directors, operating 
from headquarters in the valley 
itself, and set up as the TVA 
board is, could be depended on to 


bring about the proper balance | 


in the use of the waters of the 
Missouri River system, giving due 
consideration of the needs of flood 
control, irrigation, navigation, 
power generation and all other 
economically and socially desirable 
uses, 

“It is unfortunate,” Talbott said 
to this reporter, “that most of the 
people of the Missouri Valley, 
especially in the upper part, think 
the only choice in bringing about 
a valley-wide development lies be- 
tween the Army Engineers’ plan, 
known as the Pick plan, and the 
Reclamation Bureau's plan, known 
as the Sloane plan. If they only 
understood the great advantages 
of the third choice that is avail- 
able—creation of an MVA—I am 
sure they would demand prompt

O report on China can be fair or objective unless written against 
the background of the exhausting, gory ordeal through which 
the Chinese people have struggled since July 7, 1937.

Americans, who have been at 
war two and one-half years, may 
think that they have had a trying 
time. But the Chinese have been 
living under infinitely worse war 
conditions for nearly three times 
as long; and throughout that time 
they have been on-the losing end.

Facts About War Debts 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Without a doubt, there are a great 
number of people who do not have the 
. correct information on some of World 
War I debts to the United States. I 
refer particularly to the oft-repeated 
statement of Finland having kept cur- 
rent on her debt, and quote from July 
17 issue of Time: 

Many so-called “war debts” were 
created after World War I. Finland, 
a non-combatant, paid $9,000,000 cash 
for United States food delivered in 
1919. When the United States later 
extended credit to other needy na- 
tions, the credit was made retroactive 
for Finland, and the $9,000,000 re- 
turned. Finland still owes $8,567,490.43. 
Her famed payments have disposed of 
little more than the loan’s interest. 

More often we hear that Britain has 
not paid and made no effort to pay the 
United States loan made during and 
immediately following the war, whereas 
the true picture is quoted from June, 
1940, issue of the Houston Chamber of 
Commerce magazine: 

In 1922 Britain owed the United 
Btates $4,080,000,000. In 1923, 1924, 
1925, 1926, 1927, 1928, 1929—every year 
up to 1930—Great Britain paid in full 
the annual agreed payments, not 
counting the huge additional amount 
of interest she paid on the principal. 
Up to 1930, Great Britain had paid 
America a tojal of $2,025,000,000, or 
just about half of the total amount 
due. Then world economic conditions 
forced the discontinuance of these an- 
nual payments. 

In 1922, the Earl of Balfour made a 
statement which showed that Bri- 
tain’s debtors.of World War loans 
were many, and collections poor. 
Great Britain’s debtors owed her on 
debt account a total sum of $16,320,- 
000,000. This was made up of close to 
six billions from her allies, an equal 
amount from Germany and about 
$3,500,000,000 from Russia. 

Thus, Britain had four times as 
much owed to her on World War 
loans as she owed to America. Even 
if we ignore German reparations and 
the Russian debt, the sum owed to 
Britain by her allies was half as much 
again as what she owed America. 

The British Government suggested, 
in the Balfour note (1922), that it was 
prepared, “if such a policy formed 
part of a satisfactory international 
settlement, to remit all the debts due 
to Great Britain by our allies in re- 
spect to loans, or by Germany in re- 
spect to reparations.”

Mr. Byrnes’ Guideposts 


On the whole the reconversion plan of Director 
James F. Byrnes is an excellent blueprint for 
V-E day, which is apparently close at hand. It 
is based on the Baruch report and represents the 
painstaking stue@ies of numerous Government of- 
ficials who have taken into consideration many 
suggestions of private individuals and organiza- 
tions, 

The plan needs examination and possibly re- 
finement at every point, but it does set up main 
guideposts to cushion the economic shock that 
will follow the end of the war in Europe. 

The main force of this shock will come from 
an estimated 40 per cent cutback of war produc- 
tion once Germany is defeated, releasing many 
thousands of workers from jobs in war plants and 
making them available for private industry. 

Mr. Byrnes advocates a return to the 40-hour 
week, with certain exceptions, so that available 
jobs in peace industries will be spread as far as 
possible. This would mean less take-home money, 
since many of these workers are now obtaining 
overtime in excess of 40 hours. But it would 
mean also re-establishment of what has come to 
be regarded as a standard work week. 

The report would take off some of the tight 
wartime controls. It would abandon man-power 
controls to permit ‘workers to move freely to 
new jobs in civilian production, thus cutting red 
tape. While retaining existing price ceilings on 
civilian goods, it would remove foods from the 
ration lists “as soon as supplies justify removal.” 
It would continue gasoline rationing, but would 
increase allowances in “certain areas” as rapidly 
as possible as V-E day lowered war requirements. 


Farmers would be protected against such dis- | 


astrous falls in the price structure as occurred 
after the First World War. This would be done 
by a congressional appropriation of two billion 
dollars to carry out the farm “support price” 
promise of the Government. 

Mr. Byrnes urges that Congress announce its 
intention to drop the excess profits tax as soon 
as possible after the fall of Japan, to encourage 
business, and suggests liberal depreciation allow- 
ances, to the same end. 

This part of the plan may not go far enough 
to please many business men, Though they real- 
ize stiff taxation is an inevitable corollary of war, 
they may feel that, after Germany’s defeat, the ex- 
cess profits tax should at least be lowered in or- 
der to speed conversion to civilian production. 

The hotly controversial question of ginemploy- 
ment benefits ig raised by Byrnes, who wants a 
congressional guarantee of $20 per week for as 
long as 26 weeks. He pointed to the great ac- 
cumulated reserve of more than five billions in 
the coffers of the state unemployment systems 
and said state benefits should be liberalized to 
make the systems serve their real purpose. 

There are good arguments against letting the 
Federal Government dominate the field of unem- 
ployment ingurance, but the states have got to 
look alive and to perform this function capably 
if they wish to keep it. 

To get up a detailed reconversion report while 
the war is still on is to walk a very shaky tight- 
rope. For the war IS still on. Germany is not 
yet defeated, and it may take years before Japan 
is done in. Reconversion is peace talk. It often 
arouses false hopes and angry claims. 

Yet we have got to look ahead, and Byrnes has 
done so with a report that combines, we think, 
common sense and fairness to various economic 
groups. We think the country, in analyzing the 
plan, should be lenient toward its faults and its 
incompleteness in view of the great difficulties 
involved in its preparation. 
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Is There a Halt-Caller in the House? 


The Republican National Committee’s announce- 
ment of forthcoming radio addresses mixes these 
august doings with theatrical affairs in a manner 
that can be described only as startling. 

Gov. Bricker’s acceptance speech on the net- 
works replaced, the committee acknowledges, 
“Grand Ol’ Opry,” “Correction, Please” and “Shady 
Valley Barn Dance.” A yet undesignated Repub- 
lican speaker will substitute for “Waltz Time” for 
Phillips Milk of Magnesia on the 15th. Gov. 
Dewey’s broadcast from Oklahoma City on the 
25th will supplant Carnation’s “Contented Pro- 
gram.” 

Among persons who tend to be either pride- 
pointers or alarm-viewers, these juxtapositions 
will bring on more talk. It will seem to them 
that if ever we are going to prevent politics and 
entertainment from getting confused one with the 
other, there is not a moment to be misplaced. 

Otherwise, we may have General Foods present- 
ing Gov. Dewey as the candidate with the six de- 
licious platforms—left, right, middle, raspberry, 
lemon and lime. Or the Democratic National 
Committee presenting (with a roll of drums) that 
veteran character actor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
in still another positively farewell appearance in 
his best-known role as (flourish of trumpets) 
candidate for President of the United States! 
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First Night in Bucharest 

Handsome, dashing King Mihai was playing 
ball with the Nazis in Bucharest one day when it 
suddenly occurred to him that he was on the 
wrong team. He would undergo a great moral 
renascence; for right was right and, even if it 
weren't, the Russians’ Southwestern offensive 
started on Aug. 20 could not be ignored by a 
stalwart young monarch with a good profile who 
wished to finish up the war on the vinning side. 

Summoning to his side two old Indian fighters 
who were deadly marksmen with their trusty 
muzzle-loaders, Mihai confronted the iron-fisted 
Ion Antonescu, Marshal-dictator, who stubbornly 
wanted to stay on the wrong side, disarmed him, 
clapped him into the dungeon. One by one the 
enemies of the King were swiftly overcome, until 
Mihai stood, slim and youthful, before the Ger- 
man Minister, Baron von Killinger, and, unarmed, 
stared down the man who boasted of having 
killed seven persons and was known as “The 
Butcher.” Then through the night- the stately 
Queen Mother rode to keep rendezvous with her 
handsome, dashing son, clutching in her fingers 
the small pearl-handled revolver with which she 
had sworn to shoot anyone who should try to 
stop her. 

Wasn't it romantic, girls? No one went up in 
his lines, and the scenery only wobbled a little. 
If it seemed odd that the handsome, dashing 
King found the coup a pushover after having 
failed seven times in two years to bring it off,

necessity. 
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Cartels and War 

President Roosevelt's admonition to Secretary 
Hull that German cartels must be sterilized of 
the germs of aggression, and that restriction of 
trade by cartelization generally must be curbed, 
poses one of the most ticklish problems which 
American and United Nations ingenuity must 
solve. 

Perhaps the solution will be facilitated if we 
keep in mind our real purpose, which ig to pre- 
vent greed, whether of a private enterprise or 
of a nationalistic nation, from taking precedence 
over the legitimate interests of a nation or of the 
world community. ; 

The cartel is merely one device which may be 
used for the evil purposes of private and nation- 
alistic greed. It is not the only device that may 
be #0 used, and greed is not the only use to which 
it can be put; quite a few governments—including 
Holland, France and Switzerland—have used the 
cartel ag an instrument of national policy, and 
there is a strong pro-cartel sentiment in England. 
All industry of Russia is a single giant cartel 
of state. Our own Government, in fact, has used 
the cartel method in agreements with other 
nations for the control of wheat, oil and coffee. 

Our policy, then, does not stop with the instru- 
ment—the cartel; it has to do with the purpose 
for which the instrument is used. We want to 
avoid driving cartelism underground, where its 
existence will not be impaired but where our con- 
trol of it will be. We want to avoid forcing 
cartelists into other and perhaps worse devices of 
world monopoly. 

Unless we are practical about it, we may con- 
quer only the empty shell of form, and leave the 
substance undisturbed.. And unless we can con- 
trol the cartel in its very substance, and do it 
so thoroughly that evil purposes cannot be served, 
it will provide would-be aggressors with the 
means of war another time as surely aa it pro- 
vided them this time. 

The President's advice to the Secretary of State 
--“T hope that you will keep your eye on this 
whole subject of international cartels”—might 
well be taken personally by every citizen, It will 
take a well-informed citizen opinion to bring 
about the kind of policy that will achieve prac- 


tical results and not merely dramatic motions, 
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Now, if ever, is the time for Herr Hitler to 
learn a little military idiocy. 
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Campaign Nonsense 

At French Lick, Mr. Bricker said: “The issue 
of 1944 is, Shall the United States continue to be 
a reptblic?... Shall our American constitutional 
system be restored?” 

The same plea failed in 1940 because it was 
transparent nonsense, In spite of the great war- 
time powers any President must wield, Congress 
and the courts have overridden Mr. Roosevelt re- 
peatedly. In spite of zealots’ predictions that there 
would never be another presidential election, there 
is going to be an election next Nov. 7, 

And no one has so far said that Mr. Roosevelt 
will set up a dictatorship if he is beaten, though 
if the charges go on with any speed from the 
point where Mr. Bricker has started talking, it

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Churchill at Quebec 

Mr. Churchill is always welcome when he visits 
American soil or American waters. This is true 
because of our admiration for the eloquent fight- 
er, and because each of his conferences with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is the prelude to good news, -im- 
mediately or later, 

From earlier Churchill-Roosevelt meetings came 
the final plans for invading North Africa, then 
Italy and finally France, From the first of the 
historic series, in 1941, came the Atlantic Charter, 
At the Casablanca meeting early last year, the 
unconditional surrender policy was agreed upon, 
At the Cairo and Teheran sessions, attended re- 
spectively by Chiang Kai-shek and Stalin, agree- 
ments were reached on crushing Japan and on 
postwar policy. 

Now, as victory in Europe comes into sight, 
weighty decisions must be made on the Allied 
course toward Germany and the switching of our 
total effort against Japan. What is decided at 
Quebec this week by the high strategists will be 
the subject of headlines for months to come, 
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It looks like the campaign is going to be fought 
out over the Complainer in Chief principle. 
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Missouri Voters Are Underrated 


Tomorrow is the day when Missouri’s major 
parties frame their State platforms, but there is 
no indication that either will rise to its opportuni- 
ty. Curtis A. Betts, the Post-Dispatch’s State 
political correspondent, doubts that “either plat- 
form will go much beyond the usual balderdash 
of meaningless generalities.” 

Both sides, it appears, will specialize in hurl- 
iug boss-control charges at their opponents. This 


.means the old game of mud-slinging, for the past 


record of each party contains plenty of ammuni- 
tion for such strategy. Bossism is often a real is- 
sue, but this year it should not be allawed to ob- 
scure the questions of policy discussed by the 
Constitutional Convention on such matters as 
the merit system, tax consolidation, highway im- 
provement, legislative and judicial reforms. Both 
parties, it appears, will dodge this opportunity to 
make an educational campaign, and will indulge 
in generalities when they are not slinging mud. 

The major parties are seriously underrating 
the intelligence of Missouri voters. If the in- 
dicated course is followed, they are building up a 
strong argument for abolishing that long-useless 
institution, the platform convention,

l have just met a good friend, a top free- 
lance reporter, who has come back from 
a trip in a plane over the Tennessee Valley 
development.

One thing that impressed him was the 
pride the men and women of TVA take in 
their work, In contrast to the air of humil- 
ity all too often worn by the personnel of 
many other Government bureaus, these em- 
ployes walk around with their chests out, 
not offensively, after the age-old manner of 
bureaucrats, but like persons conscious that 
they are doing a big and most significant 
job. 

And so, of course, they are, so significant 
that the work in the valley is being con- 
sidered as a yardstick for similar resource 
development the world over, from the Jor- 
dan to the Missouri, 


A Policy on Conservation 


It is good news from the conservation 
front that all hands battling to save the 
American land from preventable wastage 
and spoliation are now agreed that the 
central TVA philosophy of the essential 
unity of men and resources must be adopt- 
ed for the success of all such projects in 
the future, 


After the Revolution, in the crucial years 
when the entire future of the new nation 
depended upon the people’s recognition of 
the unity of all our states, John Jay, writ- 
ing in the Federalist, proclaimed this truth 
as follows: 


“It has often given us pleasure to ob- 
serve that independent America was not 
composed of detached and distant territo- 
ries, but that one connected, fertile, wide- 
spreading country was the portion of our 
Western sons of liberty. Providence has in 
a peculiar manner blessed it with a variety 
of soils and productions and watered it 
with innumerable streams for the delight 
and accommodation of its inhabitants... , 
With equal pleasure, I have often taken 
notice that Providence has been pleased 
to give this one connected country ‘to one 
united people.” 


The Two Working Principles 


Jay’s theme is underscored, 150 years 
later, by Chairman David Lilienthal of TVA 
in his thrilling book, ““‘TVA—Democracy on 
the March,” when Lilienthal writes of the 
two working principles for resource devel- 
opment which have come out of the bril- 
liant performance in the Valley. These are: 


“First, that resources development must 
be governed by the unity of nature her- 
self. Second, that the people must partici- 
pate actively in that development.” 


This new lifting of the sights from focus 
upon the single-purpose dam, the solitary 
electric power plant, the isolated erosion 
control project, means that if plans for uni- 
fied development of the Missouri River 
basin come through, a lot of boys now in 
training camps or overseas will come 
marching, sailing home to man-sized, badly 
needed jobs, such jobs as those the men 
of the TVA are proud to work on. 

Progressives and liberals in the Valley, 
following the lead of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, favor a Missouri Valley Author-

ity, under which there would be finified, 
integrated work on the entire valley, with 
flood control, power production, and im- 
proved navigation, together with research 
looking to the improvement of soils, etc. In 
short, the things in this watershed which 
should be done for the development of the 
whole valley’s resources, for the lasting 
benefit of all its people. 


One would hardly expect that there would 
be any opposition to such a sensible plan 
as this, but trust the “free enterprisers” to 
raise the customary how! about “Social- 
ism,” “statism,” “New Deal pork” and the 
rest,

Irony of the Reactionaries 


The United States Chamber of Commerce 
is suddenly concerned about “states’ rights” 
and wants every state in the valley to han- 
dle its own water resources in its own sweet 
way. This makes ironic reading when you 
realize how loudly these same fat boys have 
been yelling about national unity, 


Or course, what is back of all this re- 
actionary hoorah is the deadly fear lest an 
MVA would produce electric light and pow- 
er as cheaply as TVA or the publicly-owned 
Grand Coulee-Bonneville system. 


Free enterprise, as interpreted by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the National 
Association of Manufacturers, means free 
exploitation of the natural resources of the 
country and the people thereof for the in- 
crement of private profit, and it means 
nothing more, however you interpret it. 


Frederick C. Crawford, president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
asked recently, “What is a Government 
job?” and he answered his own question: 
“A Government job is a substitute for a 
poorfarm.” 


It would be interesting to have Mr. Craw- 
ford go down to the Tennessee Valley and 
tell that to the members of the large group 
of well-paid, skilled workers who have been 
on the TVA’s payroll for the last 10 years, 


These men and women’s pride ©f work- 
manship impresses every visitor to the re- 
gion. Their various specialties in resource 
development, when pooled, constitute. the 
world’s greatest single source of know-how 
in this all-important field.

CONTRAST IN GOVERNORS

Two Governors spoke before the Tri- 
State Hospital Assembly here recently. 
One told of his State’s plans for low-cost 
hospital insurance to relieve economic 
stringency arising from heavy medical ex- 
penses.

Gov. Green must have supposed that he 
was telling the hospital association what 
its members wanted to hear. We hope he 
was in error. Neither politicians nor the 
medical profession can long afford to 
ignore the rising public demand for better 
and more broadly financed medical care. 


Sun Fo, Looking Forward, 


Hints at a Socialist China 
“China Looks Forward,’’ by Sun Fo. (John Day Ce., 

New York.) 

China, with both the Western democra- 
cies and Russia as her allies, may choose 
in the future to be guided either by the 
pattern of capitalism and private enter- 
prise or by that of socialistic state con- 
trol, This book, composed of lectures and 
essays by Sun Fo, son of Sun Yat-sen, 
father of the Chinese Republic, would seem 
to indicate that the heirs of the Celestial 
Empire will elect to follow the Soviet pat- 
tern, 

The principles laid down by Sun Yat-sen 
in his San-Min-Chu-I, following the col- 
lapse of the Manchu dynasty in 1911, as 
well as the cultural patterns which the 
Chinese have inherited, seem to favor 
rigid state control over the sources of 
wealth and land utilization rather than 
unrestricted private ownership,

Aspiring to make their nation a power 
of first rank, China’s leaders have appar- 
ently been greatly impressed by the mir- 
acle of Russia’s industrialization. Already 
they are looking forward to a succession 
of five-year plans by which their own coun- 
try is to be placed in position to share the 
benefits of the modern industrial economy. 
The years immediately following the expul- 
sion of the invader are to be a period of 
concentrated indigenous effort, in which 
Chinese are to overcome those deficiencies 
which have made possible their pre-war 
domination by the industrially more ad- 
vanced powers. 

Alliance in the United Nations has en- 
couraged the Chinese to demand the ulti- 
mate from a defeated Japan. Manchuria, 
once regarded as lost, will be demanded as 
integral Chinese territory. With respect 
to Korea, Chinese are prepared to insist on 
the treaty of Shimonoseki, at the conclu- 
sion of the Sino-Japanese War in 1894-95, 
by which the independence of that country 
was to be guaranteed. The extremely deli- 
cate question of British rights in the crown 
colony of Hongkong, however, is not 
brought up. 


Among the appendices of the book is to 
be found the text of the proposed Chinese 
Constitution. Similarity with the American 
Constitution is found in a catalogue of 
guaranteed rights and liberties, but there- 
after it becomes easier to pick out differ- 
ences. 

Looking forward, China’s leaders wish 
to avoid the errors made after the revolu- 
tion of 1911, when the leaders of the re 
form movement, in an abnegation of pow- 
er, allowed the reactionary Yuan Shih-kal 
to assume control and che country to lapse 
into the disordered regime of the war 
lords. They look to the Kuomintang, the 
Chinese nationalist party, which restored 
order after a fashion in 1925-27, for post- 
war leadership. Sun Fo, as the son of an 
illustrious father and as President of the 
Legislative Yuan of the present Chinese 
Government, should be in position to speak 
for these leaders.

Throughout this period of peace, 
the United States had at all times 
a greater capacity to produce food, 
raw materials and manufactures 
than it knew what to do with.

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BEFORE PROCEEDING further with this 
fascinating recital, I wish to make it clear that I 
do not go eround calling Congressmen such 
names as “Runt.” It so happens that Repre- 
sentative Bishop calls himself “Runt” and insists 


that others call him that, too. 

He has listed himself in the Congressional Di- 
rectory as “Runt,” although that publication does 
not go in for bantering nicknames. In fact, he 
has had quite a time battling attempts to un- 
runt him. 

When he was elected in 1940 as a Republican 
from Illinois’ Twenty-fifth District, he requested 
Capitol Architect David Lynn to put the “Runt” 
sign on his door. Mr. Lynn demurred, saying he 
did not consider it dignified. 

“I do not care whether it is dignified or not,” 
retorted Mr. Bishop. “I am ‘Runt’ to everybody 
back in Carterville, Illinois, and I am going to be 
‘Runt’ here.”

IT SEEMS REPRESENTATIVE Bishop has 
come to adore and cherish the monicker. He 
signs all his congressional mail, and even his 
checks, that way. Anyone who declines to ad- 
dress him as ‘Runt’ is immediately wiped from 
his roster of friends. 

Personally, I would not call him a runt. He 
is 5 feet 7, and weighs 179 pounds. I am some- 
where around that myself, but I would not fawn 
over anyone who called me “Runt.” In fact, I 
would almost consider it derogatory. 

Furthermore, he is compactly built and wears 
excellent clothes. The reason for this is that 
he designs all his own suits! 
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HE ALSO MEASURES and designs raiment 
for other members of Congress, including a few 
lady members. He has worked up a tremendous 
business in Congress but asked me to withhold 


the names of his clients. 

“There is a political angle here,” he explained. 
“I have the clothes made by a certain firm. But 
Many congressmen are afraid that if this were 
known their constituents would howl that they 
were not patronizing home tailors. It is a very 
touchy matter.” 

Runt made the modest statement that the 
general sartorial appearance of Congress has 
improved since he came to Washington. 

“I think I am largely responsible,” he added. 
“Why, even Mrs. Luce copied an outfit I designed 
for my secretary!” 
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RUNT USED TO BE a tailor before bowing 
to the will of the electorate and submitting to be 
sent to Congress. Before that he was a soft-coal 
miner, and before that he was a professional 
football and baseball player, in smal] Midwestern 
leagues. He is what might be called fairly ver- 
satile. 

“I can still play baseball, although I am 52—I 
mean 54,” he said. He pulled an autographed 
soft ball from his desk. 

“Walter Johnson threw that from the top of 
the Washington Monument,” he said. “I caught 
it—on the first bounce.”

ASE D-252: Samuel P., aged 54, is an eminent theologian. 
C “I disagree very strongly with your recent statement that 

conscience is an acquired group of habits, much like skill at 
the piano,” he wrote. “Instead, conscience is a name for reason, 
for the mind with which you work out a problem in arithmetic, 
for the power in you which takes in meanings and thinks out 
plans and programs.” Suppose for the sake of argument, we 
temporarily assent to this theologian’s use of conscience as a 
synonym for mind or reason. Now notice how he reverses him- 
self in the very next sentence: “Only to be called conscience, 
reason must be concerned with the question of what is good or 
bad, what is commanded, permitted, or forbidden by the nat- 
ural law. Dr. Crane, you speak of conscience as if it were the 
skill or training in the use of the hand, whereas conscience 
is the hand, itself.”

FIRST WE FIND Samuel saying conscience is reason. In 
the next breath, however, it is the use or exercise of reason in 
a limited field of thought. In short, first it is an entity, but 
then it is the function of this entity. If that isn’t enough to 
confuse you, he goes back again to calling it the organic entity 
once more, by claiming it is the hand, rather than the spe- 
cialized function of that hand. Is it any wonder our students 
grow critical of philosophers and theologians. In the middle 
ages, the monks debated learnedly on how many angels could 
dance on the point of a needle. I hope they used better logic 
than is shown by this changing definition of conscience.

IF SAMUEL WANTS to say that conscience is your mind 
or reason, that is his privilege. But he should be consistent. 
Moreover, then he will throw mind and reason out of jobs as 
two very good words that then have little use. His definition 
thus violates the rules of practical philology. There is little to 
. be gained by discarding two serviceable and very femiliar 
terms in an arbitrary attempt to coin a new name for the same 
thing. Psychologists regard conscience not as mind or reason 
but as the function of the mind in the realm of ethics or sit- 
vations smacking of current legal and religious taboos. You 
can make a mistake in arithmetic, but that isn’t normally con- 
sidered within the realm of conscience. But if you steal or 
violate other moral] laws, that behavior usually falls within the 
province called conscience, at least in peace times. That con- 
science is a set of habits or learned attitudes, is further con- 
firmed by the fact your conscience may change quickly.

WHEN SAUL OF TARSUS, a veritable Hitler and purger 
of his own race, was persecuting the early Christians, he 
started to Damascus. But something happened to him en route, 
zo when he arrived he joined the Christians.

before as afterwards. But they changed their faulty mental 
habits, much as a golfer learns from his professional teacher 
to eliminate hig slicing of the ball. Every parent or teacher 
thus hag the possibility of instilling a good, well developed 
conscience in his children. But it isn’t there until it is trained 
or taught. A newborn infant has no conscience, therefore, 
though he does have a brain, just as he does not have skill at 
the piano,

GittsforMenOverseas 


AILING gifts to servicemen 
M and women abroad is just as 

important as buying them. 
The post office says this overseas 
mailing season—from Sept. 15 to 
Oct. 15—will be the biggest in his- 
tory. 

Here are the government’s rules 
for overseas mailing: 

Packages must not be over five 
pounds in weight, nor more than 
15 inches long, nor more than 36 
inches in length and girth com- 
bined. This is about the size of 
an ordinary shoe box. 

Only one package may be sent 
by or on behalf of the same per- 
son or concern to or for the same 
soldier in one week during the 
mailing period, 

The package should be marked 
“Christmas Parcel,” and a label 
not resembling a postage mark or 
Stamp is suggested for this. 

Standardized boxes for mailing 
are being sold. gut, if you'd 
rather, you can make your own 
from corrugated fiberboard car-

Sensations 
Peculiar to 
Amputation 
By 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


E must prepare ourselves 
W for the sight of many of our 

young friends returning with 
mutilations of one kind or another. 
The mar with an amputated leg 
or arm may experience and proba- 
bly will tell you of what seems to 
him a peculiar feeling as if the 
lost limb were still there. This is 
known as “phantom limb.” 

This is not a new subject in 
medical science. It is as old, I am 
sorry to say, aS warfare. After 
every war the world is exposed 
once more to the jsad experience 
of knowing about it in wholesale 
quantity. Amboise Pare, the stout 
old military surgeon of the French 
wars of Francis the First, and 
Charles IX, described it first in 
1551. Dr. Weir Mitchell, the fa- 
mous novelist doctor of Philadel- 
phia, studied the symptom in our 
Civil War soldier casualties, and 
to him we owe most of our knowl- 
edge of these phenomena. 

In about 95 per vent of all cases 
the patient with an amputation 
feels the sensation as if the limb 
were still there. In most instances 
it goes away in time. It ig due, 
of course, to the fact that the cut 
nerves are accustomed to carrying 
the sensations from the skin and 
periphery of the limb and even if 
they are severed any stimulation 
of them arouses only the same old 
sensations they have always been 
in the habit of carrying. Amputa- 
tions of the arms carry greater 
conviction that the limb ig still 
there than of the legs.

THE SENSATION IS usually 
painless, but even so there is a 
feeling of abnormality. But some- 
times it is quite painful. In such 
cases there is a curling in of the 
nerve ends in healing and these 
“neuromata” may have to be in- 
jected with alcohol. 

The sensations besides pain felt 
in the phantom are itching, 
warmth, throbbing and cramping, 
and these are sufficiently uncom- 
fortable to say the least. 

One very strange feature of 
the condition of phantom limb, 
whether it is painful or not ig that 
the phantom is always felt as if 
it were in exactly the position it 
was in at the time of amputation. 
“It is as if the postural mode] had 
become frozen when norma] stim- 
ulation ceased.” ; 

Since the beginning of our pres- 
ent wartime experience with this 
type of casualty’ a great deal of 
study has been put on it by neu- 
rological surgeons and it is ex- 
pected that more satisfactory ex- 
planations of the phenomenon and 
more satisfactory treatment of the 
serious complications, such as se- 
vere pain, will ensue. Up to the 
present the treatment has not been 
very satisfactory. It is the prac- 
tically unanimous opinion of all 
surgeons that re-amputation, or 
cutting off the stumps of the pain- 
ful nerves consistently fails to re- 
lieve the pain and other symptoms. 

Since attempts at relief at the 
peripheral site—the stump—have 
failed, the latest research has been 
to approach the problem by ex- 
amining the central nervous sys- 
tem. Dr. Guitierrez- Mahoney 
treated one patient by removing 
the part of his brain which re- 
ceived the sensation from the 
painful limb with complete suc- 
cess. Such measures even though 
drastic may have to be employed 
in drastic situations.

Take My 
Word for It

WORDS TO WATCH 

ITH the attention of the 
W wor focused on new devel- 

opments in aircraft, the word 
HELICOPTER has become a word 
of prime importance. The purpose 
of this article is to explain why 
the pronunciation “HEE-li-kop- 
ter” violates the etymology of the 
word. 

Helicopter (borrowed from the 
French helicoptere) is from the 
Greek combining form helico-, “a 
spiral,” plus pteron, “wing.” In all 
words formed from helico-, the 
first syllable is pronounced “hell,” 
to rhyme with “bell.” The word 
helicopter, then, must be pro- 
nounced: HELL-i-KOP'’ter. 

Now there is another Greek 
combining form, helio-, that means 
“the sun.” And in all words deriv- 
ing from helio-, the first syllable 
is pronounced “hee,” as in helio- 
trope, heliograph, helium, helio- 
therapy, etc. 

Since the mispronunciation 
“HEE-li-cop-ter” suggests that 
helicopter is formed from heli-, 
“the sun,” plus “copter” (there is 
no such word or combining form), 
it is my earnest recommendation 
that my readers, teachers and air-

HE penalty double of a no 

T trump overcall of partner's 

original bid does not require 
nearly as much strength as is gen- 
erally supposed, For one thing, 
this is a “light” double, in the 
sense that it cannot result in a 
game for the opponents even if 
the doubled ¢éontract is fulfilled. 
For another, the doubler does not 
run the same risk that is involved 
in a suit double—that the dummy, 
which cannot turn up with much 
honor strength in any case, might 
be of great value to the suit con- 
tract by producing a singleton in 
a side suit with several trumps 
to act as ruffers. 

Let’s look at a typical case:

Most players, I fear, would not 
even think of doubling with 
West's hand, which contained 
only one and one-half plus honor 
tricks, and no very good suit. Yet 
it should be observed that the 
two trick set was attained with 
this unimpressive holding opposite 
an opening bid which scarcely 
could have been any weaker, and 
which might have been consider- 
ably stronger, including every 
honor card that turned up in the 
dummy. It is quite true that the 
club ace might have been in 
South's hand, where it would have 
killed a defensive club trick, but 
then the penalty of 200 points 
would still be satisfactory since it
